sign. 


informed sources claimed that 
| pressures on the Bristol chief 
are the result of his refusal to 
play favorites in and out of the 
department. It 
has also been 
^aid that his demands of the 
best possible 
performance 
of 
duty by men under his command 
has led to dismissals and some 
resignations of policemen. 


18 Years 


Faragalli has 
been 
on 
the 
borough force for 18 years. He 
was made chief after success­ 
fully completing a Civil Service 
examination eight years ago and 
replaced Linford Jones who re­ 
tired. 


The borough chief is directly 


responsible to the ma>or. who 
in turn is accountable to the 
police committee. The ultimate 
rank of authority and supervi­ 
sion is the borough council.

j move.” Di Midio said. “ The man 
has been doing a good job.” 


DiMidio said that money to 
send Faragalli to the convention 
had been appropriated.
